WAPISCA LAKES. 


John McLeod arrived on Tuesday froia 
the Church of England mission at Wapisca 
lakes about one hundred miles north of 
Athabasca Landing. He started from 
Wapisca en April 7th, and came by dog 
train to the Landing. The winter was 
changeable and at times severe at Wapisca, 
and the snow is about twoand a half. feet 
deep. The Church of England mission in 
charge of Rev. C. Weaver is having the 
buildings considerably improved. A school, 
having an attendance of 8 or 10 children, is 
kept by Mr. Weaver. The H. B. Co. have 
asmall trading post at the lake, an outpost 
from Athabasca Landing, kept by Sam 
Houle. Colin Johnson, trader of the Land- 
ing, also has a trading post in charge of his 
brother, Sam Johnston. There are about 
200 people in the settlenent. The country 
is chiefly forest, but they grow a few 
potatoes and have horses and cattle. The 
Indian or half breed who was killed asa 
Wehtigo at Trout lake, in February last, 
lived at Wapisca and was well known to 
Mr. McLeod. His Indian name was Na-pa- 
nin. He was a fairly intelligent man, about 
35 years of age, and lived in a house like a 
halfbreed, and provided well for his wife 
and children. About the end of January he 


started, apparently in good health, with his 


wife and children on a visit to his father, 
who lived at Trout lake about eighty miles 
from Wapisca. His wife reports that on the 
second night out he acted strangely, saying 
that some strange animals were about to 
attack him. During the remainder of the trip 
he acted strangely at intervals, and at such 
times his wife for her own safety indueed 
him to go ahead. They reached his father’s 
place at Trout lake safely, fand was there 
for twenty days, his fits of insanity becom- 
ing morefrequent and violent. His body 
is said to have swelled considerably and his 
lips were very much puffed out. His wife 
on her return to Wapisca said that he did 
not become dangerous, but other persons 
said that he was violent and dangerous at 
intervals. In his lucid moments he told his 
friends that he did not intend to hurt any 
one, but that if they considered him 
dangerous they had better killhim. On the 
day of his death he was tied hands and feet, 
face down,in one of the houses. His wife did 
not know that he was to be killedand went 
to a neighbors house with ker baby. After 
a while suspecting something, she reiurned 
to the house where her husband was. The 
door was attempted to be shut against her, 
but she placed her foot between the door 
and the jam ard held the door open sc_ that 
she heard the blow of an axe and saw blood 
on the floor. She was shoved away and the 
door shut. Four men were in the house at 
the time with her husband. The men are 
reported to have said that they tied him be- 
fore he entered one of his frantic fits for 
their own protection, not with the intention 
of killing him, although the possibility had 
been seriously discussed. But at this time 
during his frenzy he had nearly broken 
loose and they feared he would get loose al- 
together and kill some of them. They 
struck him four blows with an axe, about 
the head. The reason that an axe was used 
was that there is a belief amongst the 
Indians that a bullet will not pierce a wehtio 
or man-eater. The body , was burned and 
large trees felled over the grave to prevent 
the possibility a re-appearance of the 
wehtigo. Some daye after the death of the 
man, the people of the settlement were 
terror stricken, believing that he might re- 
appear and destroy them. His murder is 
justified on the ground that unless he was 
killed he would have killed others, and that 
it is the custom of the conatry.

He brought with him 
four geod silver fox skins and a cross fox be- 
sides other fur. All the hunters in the 

i neighborhood of Grand Rapids are doing 
; well. A number of boats are now being 
built at the Landing for the spring trade 
down the Athabasca. 


Ep. WitiraMs arrived fromthe Landing 
on Tuesday, accompanied by J. L. Secord. 
The Landing is quite a busy place at the 
preseat time. Colin Johnson is building 
five flat boats for R. Secord to go to Chipe- 
wyan, J. Fraser is building one York boat, 
G. Gullion is building three York boats for 
the H. B. Co., P. Luted is building a flat 
boat for himself, W. Clark is building a flat 
boat for himself, and a Hudson’s Bay man 
from the north named Foursea is building a 
hoat for the H. B. Co. Snow had gone for 
a distance of fifteen miles on this side of the 
Landing, before the recent storm, but the 
river was still solid. Two children belong- 
ing to a family which came from the north 
last season have died of diptheria or scme 
similar disease and another member of the 
family is very ill) A large amount of cord- 
wood has been cut for the use of W. A. 
Fraser’s o11 boring party during the coming 
summer and a house has been built near 
the well. A blue ribbon society has been 
formed at the Landing, having eighteen 
mnembers. Rev. Mr. Robinson took a 
horse and flat sleigh loaded with 700 
pounds of seed grain from ‘the Landing to 
Slave lake in five days. The resident popu- 
lation around the Landing now amounts to 
about fifty andthey propose petitioning for a 
mail service. The missionaries and traders 
of Lesser Slave lake would be corsiderably 
assisted by having a post office at the 
Landing.

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THE ELECTIONS. 


Parliament wili prorogue “not later 
than Saturday of next week and 
possibly a week from to-day. The 
elections will certainly be brought on 
forthwith, as it will be necessary that 
a new patliament should meet before 
July Ist to pass the estimates for the 
year ending June 30th, 1897. The 
estimates now being discussed are in 
all probability only the supplementaries 
for the current year, that is to complete 
services already under way. The issues 
in the coming elections are defined and 
the dates practically fixed. It now 
remains for those who feel an interest 
in the good government of their 
country to give effect to their views by 
exerting themselves to elect the men 
whom they can depend upon to repre- 
sent those views, Every elector has a 
duty to perform and a responsibility to 
maintein in this regard. Not to vote 
is not: to shirk responsibility but to 
assume it for those who do vote. The 
clearest and best way is for every man 
to vote as he thinks. In this way he 
discharges his duty to himself and his 
country, and in tisis way and in this 
way only is good government secured. 
You have no right to complain of bad 
government if you do not take proper 
action at the proper time to secure 
gond government. 


THE RAILWAY, 

The fact that the C. P. R. has leased 
the C. & E. railway for another term 
of five years clears up, for that term at 
least, the difficulty about getting the 


C. P. R. to operate the proposed lines 
of the Edmonton district railway com- 
pany. When the question was brought 
up last spring Van Horne promised to 
operate a branch to the mill flat op- 
posite town free of charge, but would 
only bind himself until the end of the 
then current lease. Now that the lease 
has been renewed on the same condi 
tions as before there is no doubt that 
his offer will be as good for the new 
lease as for the old one. This being 
the case, whether the bricge goes on or 
not this summer, it will be good policy 
to build the railroad to the bridge site 
at once; and when the railroad is com- 
pleted to the river bank the best pos- 
sible argument in favor of a railway 
bridge will have been made. And it 
does appear as though our present 
position regarding the railway bridye 
would be none the worse of a little 


strengthening.

In reply to Sir Charles Tupper Mr. 
Laurier said he had never before seen such 
® zorry and sad exhibition of unbridled rage 
in the commons. He was indebted to Sir 
Charles for his vituperation, preferred it to 
his sncomiums, because it would justify him 
(Laurier) in the eyes of the people. He de- 
nied there had been any obstruction until 
his reasonable offer, which would have en- 
gured pregress, had been refused. Only 
yesterday he had been absolved by Sir Char- 
les from the charge of obstruction, but the 
latter had discovered that that was a bad 
aiatement to be laid before the electors in 
Quebec, and he to-day hastened to give the 
lie to his truthful words of yesterday. Mr. 
Laurier said Sir Charles Tupper’s torrenis 
of abuse reminded him of an extinct volcano 
vomiting forth mud and water; and then 
proceeded to subject the venerable baronet 
to one of those oratorical inquisitiors of 
which he is so capable, and concluded by 
saying that he had never suffered the 
humiliation of being denounced by his fol- 
lowers, and hed never been charged with 
treachery. Ifbe had been he would soon 
have delivered his party of his presence. 
He would not be bullied, and only felt 
amused contempt for the tactics of the 
government leader. He waa ready to go to 
the country and have the people pronounce 
on their respective characters. Mr. Laurier 
said he pitied his co-religionists In Manitoba 

‘if they were tc get no more than they could 

get by the remedial bill, which was unwork- 
able. He reminded Sir Charles that Sir 
Jchn Thompson had once accused the con- 
servatives for the disabilities under which 
Nova Scotia Catholics labored, and aleo that 
Sir Clfarles himself once expressed his opin- 
ion of Catholica by saying that he had no 
confidence in the ‘‘breed.” Mr. Laurier 
was frequently cheered while he was speak- 
ing.

Seven thcusand acres of Manitcba land 
were purchased in- Toronto on April 14th, 
by Henry Barber at auction at 154 cents 
per acre. The lands belonged to the insol- 
vent estate of Samson Kennedy & Co., and 
a portion of them have been carried for thir- 
teen years. One block of 1,200 acres on the 
G. N. W. Central through which Oak River 
runs was included in the purchase. There 
were only two bidders for the property. 


Lethbridge News: “If Mr. Cochrane has 
any influence with the Herald, the sooner he 
persuades it to let the former abortive at- 
tempt at a eonvention rest in oblivion, the 
better it will be for his chances in any con- 
vention that may now beheld. Mr. Coch- 
rane and the Herald may also assure them- 
selves that Mr. Cochrane will never be sap- 
ported by the conservatives of the Lethbridge 
and Macleod district until he comes before 
them as the nominee of a convention of all 
the districts of Alberta, or its Southern rid- 
ing, as the case may be, which has been 
assembled and conducted on a fair and equi- 
table basis.” 


The Macleod Gazette, conservative, in 
dealing with the question of Cochrane vs. 
Stone as the conservative candidate says of 
Mr. Cochrane: ‘‘ He received the nomina- 
tion of that convention, and iz intends to 
hold on to it. But he and any officials of the 
convention who adopt this position are ill- 
advised, for they will have to bear the 
responsibility for disruption of the party, 
and will defeat their own ends by alienating 
the sympathies of large numbers of con- 
scrvatives who would vote for Mr. Cochrane 
as the nominee of a new convention, but 
would sacrifice their votes or give them toa 
liberal rather than give them to him in his 
present position.” 


The Toronto World of April 11th, says 
editorially : ‘‘The remedial bill, it is now 
admitted by leading conservativé papers, 
cannot be passed. The Montreal Gazette 
says: ‘‘Obstructionists have triumphed.” 
By obstructionists the Gazette doubtless 
means the Liberal opposition, but this is not 
exact. What killed the bill: what has 
strangled it in the house is the public opin- 
ion of Ontario, acting though « majority of 
the liberal members from this province, and 
some fourteen conservatives from Ontario, 
who voted against the measure. These men, 
ora portion of them, taking advantage of 
the fact that less than three weeks must 
pass befora the expiration of parliament, 
were enabled to block the passage of the bill 
notwithstanding the determination of the 
government to keep the house in continuous 
Session.” 


Battleford Herald: ‘Uur contemporary 
in Prince Albert waxes indignant in itw last 
issue over the arrest of five constables for 
not attending the Sunday service of the 
church of England, they being Methodists. 
What would the same paper say of tis case 
of Sergt. Jones, of Battleford, whe has 
practically been dismissed on the ground of 
his'being married? This non-commissioned 
officer has given eleven years’ service to the 

olice, and abont two years ago had the mis- 
ortune to lose one of his fingers in the per- 
formance of his duty. No compensation 
was given him for this misfortune, but on 
the contrary the authorities refused to re- 
engage him except for one year asa const- 
able. The only reason for this is that he is 
married, although this awful offence was 
committed with the full knowledge of the 
commissioner.” 


Speaking to a Montreal Witness reporter 
on the subject of his recent mission to Win- 
nipeg Sir Donald {mith eaid; “The bill | 
itself provides for the machinery by which it , 
is to be operated, at the same time it mey be 
acknowledged that a double system of 
school government in a province would bea 
very unsatisfactory state of things. It was 
to prevent such a situation that I undertook 
to goto Winnipeg, Not in a party sense 
at all you understand, for I regard the ques- 
tion in quite another light. I zvegarded it 
it from the point of view of the prosperity 
of the country as = whole, without regard 
to its effect upon political parties. 1 
machinery and dual government would be a 
great distress. That is felt generally. The 
government of Manitoba is composed of 
shrewd, able men, who thoroughly under- 
stand the situation in allits bearinzs. They 
have given it the most throught/al study. 
They are desirous of a settlement, and they 
wiil, I believe, yet bring it about of them- 
selves. It may take sometime. The agita- 
tion is being allayed in Winnipeg, and alf 
parties are eager for a friendly settlement 
which will give satisfaction to all parties. 
This can yet be brought about in gpite of 
the apparent failure of the present confer- 
ence,”

As fully ninety per cent. of the elec- 
tor residents in Innisfail and the sur- 
rounding country are in full sympathy 
with the above resolution an association 
has been organized in opposition to the 
present movement for cbtaining pro- 
vincial institutions for Alberta. The 
following officers have been elected:

INSURANCE. 


The board of trade held a special meeting 
on Monday afternoon to hear R. T. Riley, 
of the Uanadian Fire Insurance Co., cf 
Winnipeg. explain the cleims which his 
company (of Winnipeg) had on Northwest 
business. Mr. McDougall, vice-president, 
was in the chair, in the absence of Mr. 
Kirkpatrick. Mr. Riley gave a large 
amount of interesting and ,valuable inform- 
ation regarding fire insurance and insur- 
ance companies. He showed that all 
companies practically did business on a 
mutual basis, for it the premiums. received 
did not equal the losses paid they would 
soon cease to do business. The company he 
represented had been organized oy leading 
business men, whose subscriptions of stock 
were a sufficient guarantee that any losses 
met with by the .company-ould be paid. 
It had been organized by the merchants to 
protect themselves against the high handed 
action of the insuranca combine known as 
the Winnipeg board 6f underwriters, which 
had increased their rates five cents per $100 
to meet the tax levied by the provincial 
government. The organization of their 
company caused this extra five cenis to be 
taken off. The cost of adjustment of 
claims for losses, which formerly had been 
paid by the loser, was now assumed by the 
company. He explained the hardships of 
the co-insurance clauses, in fire policies. He 
asked support from the business public of 
Edmontor to assist his company in their 
effort to secure fairer dealing and lower 
rates. As yet his company had not lowered 
rates but he believed 2 25 per cent. reduc- 
tion all around would be right*and prac- 
ticable. Mr. Cowie pointed out that the 
board of underwriters had recently reduced 
rates in Edmonton and had relieved the 
loser of the eost of adjusement without 
ressure from Mr. Riley’s company. J. H. 

icard said that the recent alterations had 
increased his rates. 3. §. Taylor said that 
his rates had also been increased. He 
spoke strongly in favor of Mr. Riley’s 
company as a check on the beard of under- 
writers. After some further discussion the 
meeting closed.
